He 
brated his thirtieth birthday on the 
21st of last September, and has reigned 
for fourteen years as the supreme ruler 
of the country. During his reign, which 
has been the most peaceful anc prosper- 
ous one since the establishment of the 
empire, he has instituted numerous re- 
forms in the Government, practically abol- 
ished slavery, inaugurated an official pub- 
lie school system, proclaimed religious 
liberty throughout his domains, establish 
ed a new- Sede of laws, and improved a 
judicial system.

The London, Lancet warns the “ city 
men,” that is, the business men, that 


they are wearing themselves out with un- 


necessary hurry and bustle. It also tells 
physicians that the could do far more to 
prevent the spr of nervous disease if 
they undertook to cure this vicious 
mental habit, then they can hope to do 
by dealing only with the particular ills 
which come from it. 

One of the chief ‘characteristics of 
business life, the Lancet says, is to be 
always in a hurry. The moment a lad 
enters a business house he begins to 
make believe to others, and so quickly to 

i „ that he is overwhelmed with 
work, The result is the formation of a 
‘mental habit’ of hurrying, which before 
long mes the keynote and motive of 
the whole life. It is the custom to write 
and speak as though commercial men were 
really as much pressed for time as they 
pretend to be. Now; the simple fact is 
hat all their haste and turmoil, prejudi- 
cial and often ruinous as it is, is artif- 
cial. 

The bustling, hurrying man, as a 
matter of fact, is a poor worker, and 
accomplishes comparatively little in a day. 
Too much of his steam power is expend- 
ed in kicking up a dust. The habit of 
hurrying and of feeding in a hurry is 
fatal to good work, and diminishes the 
amount of work a man can get thro 
with. The friction is too great, 80 litt 
of practical value is accomplished, de- 
spite all the superfluous expenditure of 
energy, that he cannot go home at night 
with the sweet consciousness of dut 
done, of a days work coinpleted. He 
has left too many stitches to be taken 


up. 


The men who accomplish the most 


never seem in a hurry, no matter how 
much they have to do. Everbody must 
have observed that. They ure hot troub- 
led for lack of time, for they make the 
most of the minutes by working in a 
cool, clear, orderly, and odical 
fashion, finishing each job properly, and 
not ing their nervous force on trifles 
or ex it in bustle. They are 
more likely to be hunti up new work 
to do, in order to give their faculties 
more varied employment and to exercise 
some which are not sufficiently used. 

Too much to do! The highest pleas- 
uae and test satisfaction are found in 
work only, and the more work a man has 
to do, if it is work to which he is adapt- 
ed, the better he likes it. The men to 
are those who can get nothing to do, 
those whose only business is to hunt 
for pleasure for iteelt—the fellows who 
have no other occupation than that of 
killing time. But we are also sorry for 
the men whovw manner, as described by 
the Lancet, suggests a boiler worked u 
to the highest pressure and only sav 
from bursting by frequent letting of 
steam.

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The preparation of peanuts for the mar- 
ket is an interesting operation. age 
first put in an immense cylinder, m 
which they enter the brushes, where each 
nut receives fifteen or sixteen feet of brush- 
ing before it becomes free. Afterthiacleans- 
ing process the nute drop on an endless 
belt, which revolves very slowly. On 
each side of the belt is a row of girls— 
black, white, tan-colored and crushed 
strawberry, some of them—whose duty it 
is to separate the poor nuts from the good 
Ppnes. 

Those of the nuts that pass go on to 
— next room, more girls await 

heir arrival and put them in bags which, 
when filled, are sewed up and branded as 
“cocks,” with the figure of a rooster pro- 
minent on each sack, These are the No. 
1 peanuts. The poorer nuts, which are 
separated by the girls at the endless belt, 
are all picked over ; the best are 
singled out and bran after being put 
in the sack, as ships. The ships are 
not so large nor so fine in appearance as 
the “cocks,” but are just as good for 
eating. 

The third e of nuts is known as 
“eagles,” and the cullings that are left 
from the ‘‘eagles” are bagged and sent to 
a building where the little meat that is in 
them is extracted a patent sheller. 
This meat — for this name it is 
so ip to the 3 is put oP. oo 
and nice, in 200- and ship 
for the use of — — and manu- 
facturers of peanut candy, 


There is also an oil made from some of 
the nuts, and in this ialty, I am told, 
a large trade is done by wholesale drug- 
gists. Of the peanuts there is nothing 
wasted, for even the shells are made use- 
ful, being put in immense sacks and sold 
to livery men for horse bedding, and a

Irregular feeding of stock produces in- 
ferior meat. If the animal is fed to sati- 
ety one day and starved the next, it will 
not produce a streak of fat and a streak of 
lean, as the Irishman hoped to do with 
his pig. Under such feeding fat is ac- 
cumulated on the inside, where it can be 
quickly absorbed when the starvation 
time comes. Food given irregularly in- 
jures digestion, and does not effect nearly 
ao much good as it should. 


The ely increased use of potatoes 
suggests the idea that they are one of the 
most important staples. They are, in 
fact, sixth in the list, corn, wheat, hay, 
cotton, and oats, each in their order ex 
ceeding the tuberous crop. By the con- 
sus of 1880 potatoes were valued at $73,- 
000,000, while wheat was valued at 8500. 
000,000, and corn $600,000,000, in round 
numbers. The comparative smallness of 
the potato crop is aceounted for by the 
fact that through the south our northern 
potatoes are but little used, and in 1880 
they wero used more sparingly in many 
places through the north than they are 
now, 


The milk of cows at this season is al- 
ways richer than during the first flush 
from eating green grass in the spring. 
One reason is that there is less of it. As 
cows advance towards the time to bring 
for h their young there is more cream pro- 
portionately in their milk from the fact 
that the albuminoids are retained to build 
up the foetus. It is, however, not good 
policy to milk ordinary cows nearer than 
within three or four weeks of calving. 
The little that is gained within the last 
six weeks of milking does not pay. The 
calf is poorer for it, and the cow, unless 
fed unnaturally high, is not so good for 
the coming months, when she should be 
at her best. 


Cc CR AIR RTT <A — » a 
Luther and Namismatics. 


Mr. Weil, member of the Numismatic 
society of Berlin, says with reference to 
the numismatic * at the time of 
the reformation :—‘‘Luther had greatly 
at heart te render the names of precious 
stones, animals, etc., in good German, as 
may be gathered from his questions, di- 
rected to the learned Spalatin, court 
chaplain and privy council or of the Elec- 
tor Frederic the Wise; Luther also ap- 
peals often to the former for explanations 
of Roman coins. We learn that few an- 
tique coins existed at that period at Wit- 
tenberg among the learned. They had 
only a few Greek and some imperial Ro- 
man ones. Luther, however, refrained 
from giving the value of these coins in his 
translation of the Bible, and calls them 
simply groate, mites, ete., in order to re- 
main clear and intelligible.” 


An Electric Railway. 


The longest clectric railway in the 
world is that between Portrush and the 
Giant's Causeway in Ireland, a distance of 
six miles. Its cost was $225,000. The 
force to work it is generated by a water- 
fall in the Rush river, which has a head 
of 24 ft., and is equal to.about 90 horse 
power. There is no doubt as to the suc- 
cess of this venture, as the power costs 
nothing. This road is a tramway, but the 
other electric railways, in Berlin and elae- 
where, are elevated roads.
